A MrnxisTeR1At crisis, the most prolonged and threatening in its 
consequences of any in modern times, has been brought to a satis- 
factory conclusion. We say satisfactory, because we believe the 
combivation of statesmen of which it consists, is that which more 
than any other meets the wishes of the country. So much is this 
the case, that of no fewer than four Ministries which, daring the 
last fortnight, have either existed cr have been attempted, the 
chief elements of the actual Government have formed the most 
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prominent parts. Lord Palmerston, Lord Lansdowne, Lord 
Clarendon, Sir James Grahan, Mr Gladstone, and Mr 
Sidney Herbert were members of the Aberdeen Cabinet, 
were considered necessary equally by Lord Derby and by 
Lord John Russell to have been included in their Governments 
had either of them been able to form one, and are the most im- 
portant members of the Government actually formed. After the 
explanations in the House of Lords on Thursday night, it would 
appear that in all the different attempts to form a Government, 
the chief difference existed in the person who was to be at its 
head. All seem to have looked upon the same leading statesm -n 
as being needed to fill the chief appointments. Even Lord Derby 
looked to the Cabinet of Lord Aberdeen for no fewer than six of 
the chief members of his own, all of whom are members of the 
Government of Lord Palmerston. 


In selecting the members of his Government it was not likely 
that Lord Palmerston should show a less preference for those states- 
men with whom he had acted as colleagues, than Lord Derby had 
shown towards them after acting so loug in opposition to 
them. But Lord Palmerston having been marked by the public 
voice as the Minister for the occasion, has wisely attempted to 
distribute the materials within his reach by the samerule. As 
the Government now stands, therefore, whether we regard the 
strength of its parts, or their most appropriate distribution, it may 
be said to be the most perfect which could be formed for the pur- 
poses of the war. But never was a Government formed which had so 
heavy a responsibility, or so great a weight of work before it. 
Not only has it to conduct a war under circumstances the mst 
disadvantageous, but it has to re-orgarise the whole of our estab- 
lishments at a moment when their entire energies and abilities | 
would have been most required had they already been in the most | 
perfect condition. And there is no doubt that it will require a | 
rare amount of moral courage to grapple with the abuses which | 
exist—a courage which will have to contend against the most 
time-honoured prejudices and the strongest personal interests 

But by far the most serious consideration now left after the 
strongest possible Government for the occasion has been formed, is 
the character of the House of Commons No matter how good 
for its objecg the constitution of the Government may be, if it is 
not supported by a Parliament equally good. The present House 
of Commons was elected under very peculiar and very different 
circumstances. Experience has shown that it is very difficult to 
rely upon it for the steady support of any Government; and no | 
Government, however strong, can stand repeated defeats, | 
even upon secondary matters, without suffering that depre- 
ciation both at home and abroad which soo:r becomes 
fatal to its character andinfluence. No doubt it would be a great 
object to avoid the necessity of a geveral election at such a time; 
but any objection on that score would be insignificant compared 
with the disadvantage of the attempt to conduct the war with a 
House so uncertain and chimerical as that which now exists. At 
the same time, hopes may not uufairly de entertained that now, 
when the demands of public opinion have been so well satisfied in 
the construction of the new Government, the House of Commoua 
will reflect the opinion of the country, and may be prepared 
to give to Lord Palmerston a more certain and earnest support 
than the late Government obtained from it. 


But probably it may not be long before the House may be 
tested in one form or another, and no doubt Lord Palmer-ton 
will be governed by circumstances, whether he is content to carry 
on his Government with the Parliament of another Ministry 
elected under entirely different circumstances and for entirciy 
different odjects, or whether he will think it necessary to ask the 
people to support him by the return of a new Parliament. Saould 
the latter course be veedfal, it may be expected that a.large, de- 
cided, compact, and at all times available majority wil be 
returned with a view to the vigorous prosecution ot the war, 
and that only. The country, like the leading statesmen, wii! be 
content to lay aside all other considerations till the oue great 
object of the times is successfully obtained, and peace is houour- 
ably secured. 
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So much at least may besaid, that never wasa Government formed 
with a better claim for support from all parties. The fact 
that the leaders of every distinguished section of politicians had 
each an opportunity of constructing a Cabinet before it came 
to Lord Palmerston’s turn, is of itself a strong ground for 
support, or at least for forbearance, in the face of such 
unusual difficulties. It is understood that Lord Jokn 
Russell aod his immediate friends, acting up to this 
principle, have intimated that they are prepared to give a 
cordial and energetic support to the Government, But what 
Lord Palmerston and his colleagues must chiefly rely upon is, 
that by a firm and energetic determination to conduct the 
duties of Government, whether in the prosecution of the war, or, 
at the proper time, in the attempt to secure an honourable peace, 
they may continue to deserve the good opinion of the nation at 
large, which they now enjoy, and then they will be comparatively 
independent alike of persons and of parties. 





CAUSES OF OUR DISASTERS IN THE LAST WAR. 


WE last week called attention to a few passages in the annals 
of that Peninsular campaign so glorious to the arms of England, 
—passages which show that difficulties and sufferings, precisely 
analagous if not quite equal to those which now beset our troops 
in the Crimea, were experieoced in a far better climate, in a far 
richer country, and at a much shorter distance from home, by 
the most victorious army and the most skilfal commander that 
this country hes ever had to boast of. We adduced those 
passages not with any view of shielding those to whom are 
really attributable the present grievous sufferiugs of our troops 
—for as soon as these deiinquents are discovered we would 
have them dealt with with exemplary and signal justice ;—not 
with the purpose of inducing the nation to be patient and 
acquiescent under its disasters—for these disasters ca'l for prompt 
remedy ard uot for acquiescence ;-—but in order to remind the 
| clamorous, the angry, aud the desponding that much suffering, 
many errors, and sad disappointments are and always have been 
| inseparable trom war; that great calamities and privations do not 
necessarily imply either incapcity in the commacder or guilt in 
those who shoud execute his orders, or imbecility in those who 
give him his instructions; and that the worst misfortunes now 
are no certain augury of continued ill-success or ultimate dis- 
comfiture. Perhaps from a retrospect of the causes which 
| originally led to the disasters we have quoted from our past 
annals, we may derive some light in our estimate of the state 
of matters now, 

In assigning those causes we shall not follow our own judg- 
ment, nor that of historians of cur own political opinions. We 
shall simply record the deliberate judgment of a notorious and 

| bigoted Tory annalist, who would uot find fault with a system 
which Pitt administered and Perceval maintained, if trath did not 
compel him to do this violence to his party feelings. After 
| giving its due weight to the ineradicable habit of our country to 
reduce its wilitary establishment to inefficiency in time of 


| peace in obedience to the dictates of a costly and unwise

economy, Sir Archibald Alison proceeds:—“ But although

“ie disaster. Duving the latter vears of a long peace, iufluential

“ a large proportion of the officers in high command are generally 
“* found to be wholly unjit for the duties devolving upon them........+ 
“Nor is the English system of education and yoverament with-

When to these representations we add. thatthe Duke was con-

general has to coutend with, and which must coatiuue uvabated 
till the entire system of army patronage, promotion, aud education 
be remodelled, root and branch. 





LOANS OR TAXES? 


THE question involved in our title is at all times most important 
as a matter of pr nciple, and is just now of great immediate and 
practical importance. Accordingly it is exciting much discussion, 
and we have before us a pamphlet by a nameless wrier, to which 
we propose t» direct the attention of our readers.* it brings the 
facts of the case concisely before us, and begins by telling as that 
the American war cost for bine years 13,000,000/, the French 
war for twenty-four years 47,000,000 per annum, more than the 
expense of the ordinary service of the country. But it is well 
known that a large part of this expense was caused by the mode 
of levying the mouvey. All modern writers on the subjrct have 
agreed that loaus uot only encourage extravagance in tue people, 
who ought, if possible, to save in other things the cost of tue war, 
aud extravagance iu the Government, which obtains i's su,plies for 
the moment without oppos‘tiov, and even with cheerfulucss from

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lenders, and is careless in expending them,—loans are also the 
most costly of all financial means of obtaining the requisite sup- 
plies. Although the money mentioned by the author was ex- 

ded in these two wars, he shows that only a part of it was ac- 
tually applied to the purposes of war. He says—and we must 
quote a passage which is long and instructive, rather than novel, 
except in form :— 

Io the war commencing 1756 and ending 1763, the debt contracted was 60 
millionr, and the jo'erest paid within the same period, upon the loans raised, 
was upwards of 5 millions. 

The interest was an «xpenditure beyond the amount required for the ex- 
penses of the war, and for the service of the country. 

If there had been no interest to pay, #0 much less would Lave been borrowed. 
A portion of the debt was, therefore, incurred to pay the interest. 

In the American war, which began in 1775 and terminated in 1783, the 
money raised by loans was 924 millions; during the continuance of borrowing, 
the interest paid upon the sums composing that amount was 14 millions. 

Between 1793 aod 1816, the money received on account of loansand exche- 
quer bills, beyond the amount redeemed, was 433 millions; the interest paid 
upon this money in the time stated, equalled 261 millionr, The sum, therefore, 
applied to the service of the country was 172 millions, 

The annual charges incurred by contracting these debts were as follows: — 
Upon the loans raised between 1756 and 1763, 2,315,6427; upon the loans 
raised between 1776 and 1784, 5,012,614/; upou the loans raised between 1798 
and 1816, 28,387,141/. 

These various particulars are entered in the following table. 

The first column shows the amount of the capital of the debts created in 
these wars; the second, the sctual money received; the third, the portion 
paid away asintereat; the fourth, the sum available for the use of the nation ; 
and the fifth, the anal charges apron

Thus it will be perceived, that the amount required by the country, beyond 
the eum supplied by the revenue, was only 3049 million», and that, in order to 
obtain thie, we hed to borrow $85} millions, incur liabilities to the extent of 
793$ millions, aud an annual charge of upwards of 304 millione, And it 
therefore follows, that upon the portion of the borrowed money, from which 
alone the country, during the last 100 yeare, has derived any advantage, tle 
average interest has been at the rate of 10 per cent. 

And we gather from thie table, that if in the 23 years of thelast war, the 
revenue had been increased on the average by 7} millions, it would have pre- 
vented the necersity of our incurring a debt of 618 millions, and of an annual 
| payment of 231 millions for interest, 

That is et once a careful and a correct description of loans. To 
obtain 3043 millions, we borrowed 585} millions, incurred liabili- 
ties to the extent of 793} millions, and an annual charge (now a 
little reduced) of 30) millions. And the bulk of the vast loss 
that was incurred in the last war might bave been saved by 

| levying additional taxation to the amount, on an average, of 
7$ millions per annum. Borrowing, therefore, is, as this writer 
says, a wasteful mode of procuring the supplies necessary to 
meet the expense of the war. As we raise money year 
after year by loan, expecting to throw the cost on our successors, 
the expense of a war is increased by the interest paid year after 
year ou the sum borrowed, till the interest the nation had to pay 
| on loans amounted, before the close of the last war, to more than 
| half the extreme auuual expense of the war. 
| 











Perhaps the worst part of such debts, as we learn from ex- 
perience, is, that they are never redeemed. During this long peace 
we have done next to nothing to redeem our debt, nor have we 
since we first began to contract debt ever done anything effectual 
to lessen it. Atevery period of war it has been increased, and 
_ has not been reduced in peace, though there has always been 
something like a sinking fund in existence, and the redemption of 
the debt bas formed » prominent nominal feature in almost every 
| system of finance. We take from the pamphlet the following 
table, which shows at a glance the amount of debt at the termina-

Similar facts are true of almost every State of Europe. 
They have all contracted debts, and have never redeemed them, 
and cone after one another they have nearly all made a partial 
or a complete bankruptcy. It is now proposed by many amo: gst 
ourselves further to jucrease our debt, bringing the practice of 
incurring debt, and the practice of never redeeming it, within the 
category of w geueral law, and showing that when once begun 
the increase goes on inevitable as fate. The generality of the 
phenomena make the-probable result more alarming without 
making the couduct which leads to such a resuit less a lamentable 
delusion. In spite certain'y of numerous predictions of bauk- 
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raptcy and ruin, England has gone on increasing her debt ; bat, 
nevertheless, the time must come, according to the language of.a 
report of a Select Committee on Income and Expenditure, “ when 
“ the combined weight of the past and present burdens will be- 
** come too great for the most prosperous people to support, and 
“the fabric of public credit must crumble under the accuma- 
“lated pressure.” The rapid increase of our population in num- 
bers since the commencement of this centary—the still more 
rapid increase of skill, power, and wealth, in ‘spite of the heavy 
burdens of the State—accouut for the ease by which they have 
hitherto been borne ; but if a time come when increasing burdens 
shall co-exist with declining prosperity, then England will not be 
far from that bankruptcy which at some time or other France, 
Austria, Spain, Russia, Denmark, Holland, &c , has been com- 
pelled to submit to. 

We are not surprised that despotic Sovereigns should first ask 
the money of their subjects, and then, when payment is difficult, 
refase to liquidate their obligations, or liquidate them, as they | 
collect their taxes, by the bayonets of their soldiers ; but that free | 
and intelligent people should sanction such a course requires some | 
explanation. In England, as in every other tolerably free couatry | 
in Europe, as Holland and Genoa, the upper and middie classes | 
have always borne sway. ‘They have formed public opinion on | 
public matters. From them, of course, the loans have all come. | 
The labouring classes could notlend ; the capitalists lent. Although | 
by no means for their ultimate interest—for this is always pro- | 
moted by every extension of productive industry—it is at 
all times their immediate interest to raise or to keep up the in-

terest of money. This is invariably raised by Governments be- 
coming borrowers; hence a!l monied capitalists, embracing the | 
lending classes in society, have at all times appeared to have au | 
interest in favour of loans, and they have sanctioned and promoted 
them. Our author devotes a large part of his pamphlet to show 
that some classes are beneficed by loans; but this, on being ex- 
amined, results entirely in landed and professional men being sup- 
posed to be able to save or obtain interest on the money which tax- | 
ation employed in preference to loans would take from them. They, | 
therefore, are a part of the people who appear to obtain advantage | 
from the high rate of interest caused by loans, but cannot possibly | 
in the end be benefited by having on the whole to pay a larger | 
amonot of taxation. Thus the main reason why the middle and | 
opulent classes of society have been the patrons of loans ia, that | 
they believe at the time that they benefit by a scheme of finance | 
which on the whole is shamefully injurious, not to say absolutely |} 
ruinous. In the end, these classes in France, Austria, &c., were || 
the exclusive sufferers by national bankruptcies; and, in the | 
end, they in England have to pay much additional taxation, con- | 
tinued otherwise unnecessarily through a long period of peace. 

If loans really mitigated the sufferings, shorvened the duration, || 
or in any way lessened the cost of war, the opulent middle || 
classes who promote and defend them might be justified. They || 
do not, however, save one life, heal one wound, or lessen by one || 
stroke the exertions necessary to bring a war to its conclusion. | 
They dry no tears, protect no harvests, rescue no ships from de- 
struction, nor diminish by a hair’s breadth the actual suffering, ac- | 
tual labour, and actual cost of war. Putting money out of view || 
—the mere measure of labour and value—it is quite plain that all | 
the real cost of a war, including all the labour and ail the mwa- 
terials necessary to carry itou and bring it toa successful close, alk 
the skill and management to be used, all the lives to be sacrificed, | 
is incurred day by day, week by week, year by year, and cannot be 
put off from one day to another or from one generation to | 
another. Nor do loans enable the generation which contracts . 
them to escape taxes, which must be levied to pay the interest. | 
In the course of the peace since 1815, we have got rid of an im- | 
mense number of taxes, which were imposed on the people while 
the loans were contracting. ‘There was scarcely an article in use, | 
imported or made, that was not subject to taxation imposed be- | 
tween 1803 and 1815. From a cradle to a coffin, from the bread 
of the poor to the armorial bearings of the rich, everything was | 
taxed, while the Government contracted loans to the amount of | 
more than 600 millions. Both experience and theory, therefore, | 
teach us that it is a delasion for a commuuity to suppose that it | 

| 





can relieve itself from the cost of a war, or can throw it on a fature 
generation. Every generation may very easily, as we know from- 
dire experience, inflict many evils on its successors; but it cannot, | 
as the example from 1803 to 1815 proves, save itself as a com | 
munity, though some classes in it may be benefited, from one }|/ 
farthing of the cost of a war it carries on. 

_ Nor can contracting loans, instead of levying taxes, have any 
influence in preserving or procuring a more beneficial employment 
for labour, The change in the direction of labour is from the pro- 
ductive employments of peace to the unproductive employments of 
war. Whether loans or taxes pay for this change can make no 
difference in its direction. ‘axes fairly levied take a small per 
centage from every man’s income, and really distribute the cost of 
the war io the fairest and most equable manuer over every kind 
of employment, and every kind of business, and every family, and 
disturb the productive pursuits of the community in the least pos- 
sible degree consistent with the great change of diverting labour 
from production to destruction. Loans, on the contrary, are the 
application of one particular species of productive power—of

capital, and of capital only—to the same object, and mast distarb 
in a mach greater degree, in one direction only, than equal and 


| fair taxes, the oatural course of productive employment. 


Nor can they, as is generally supposed, add to the total sum 
of employment by enabling the public to expend, while individuals 
continue also to expend their money as before war begua. They 
create no capital; and if they formerly brought forth hidden stores 
of capital, like the recent loan in France, they can no longer effect 
this in England, where every atom of capital is, as the rule, eff-c- 
tively employed. Because they waste more of the national resources 
than taxes, they really lessen employment on the whole, and in- 
crease the very injury they are supposed to diminish. Indeed 
traders, shopkeepers of all kinds, who appear to gain in propor- 
tion as a rise takes place in the rate of interest, who actually 
do gain on all their present capital or possessions which yield a 
profitin the course of business from every such rise, may sup- 
pose they get more business, but this is a general error. The 
greater profit they get comes, as the rule, from the rise in the 
rate of interest of money caused by the Government loans, the 
advantages of which they, therefore, share in common with the 
capitalists who actually and immediately advance their money to 
the Government. 

If loans do not, then, spare the nation one atom of labour 
in bringing the war to an effectual conclusion, how is it that the 


intelligent middle classes of England—the ruling power—have, 


permitted and promoted them, and now ask for them? Have 
we not already explained this? They are capitalists; thvy lend 
their property to SGovernment; they share the advantages of 
every rise of the rate of interest such loans cause; they throw 
from themselves by this means on the rest of the community, 
and particularly on the labouring classes, who were in the long 
French war dreadfal sufferers, while the middle classes were en- 
riched, their fair share of taxation. In fact, they recover in the 
interest of the loans a large part of the money they pay in 
taxes. At the same time their welfare is in the ‘ong run closely 
bound up with that of the whole community ; and as loans in the 
end compel the continuance through long periods of most onerous 
taxation to pay interest of debt, the middle and lending classes 
in the end suffer like the rest. Since the close of the war in 
1815, while they have suffered much to pay the interest on 
debt, the great plague spot, the reproach, the shame of England, 


. has been the condition, physical and moral, of her industrious 


classes, the result of a war of which, as the middle classes escaped 
their fair share of taxation by loans—the whole excess of the 
cost of the war more than was required for the military services 
having been their profit—nearly the whole cost was borne by the 
labouring classes. 

Of the moral effects of loans on the Government, the middle 
classes, the labourers, we shall say nothing; but as their 
ultimate injurious eff-cts have been demonstrated by scores of 
scientific writers, we shall only add, whatever may be their present 
apparent advautages to the upper and middle classes, if these 
wish by means of loans to shirk their fair share of the general 
loss occasioned by war, they ought not in common justice, b-ing 
the ruling power, to allow war to be waged. When they allowit 
when it is necessary, they ought at least fairly to take their share 
of the general privations. The strange delusion prevailing as 
to loans is manifest in France, where the bulk of the people 
imagine they are to be benefited by calling on the Government to 
collect taxes, never collected without imposing numerous 
restrictions on industry, and wasting wuca in the collection, for 
the purpose of paying the money back to them as interest 
on their advauces. The whole community pays the taxes, and 
ia proportion as the whole contributes to a loan, in that propor- 
tion are there few individuals benefited by it, and in that pro- 
portion does the whole community suffer from taxes to pay 
interest on capital borrowed. In consequence, however, of 
the great success of this loan, we now require to be doubly on our 
guard agaiust this apparently easy but ultimately destructive 
method of raising money. France is not an example for us to 
follow. Our Government does not need to identify itself with 
the property of the people, becoming their general debtor. Our 
people do not need Government loaus for the employment of their 
capital. Their circumstances, all their capital being fally em- 
ployed, are wholly different from those of the French, and the cir- 
cumstances of our Government, already closely connected with 
the people by the immense army of lenders already interested in 
the national debt, are quite different from those of the French 
Government.*A consideration this of some importance, not at pre- 
sent to be overlooked, for our Government is not over strong nor 
peculiarly independent, and should not iucrease its dependence on 
a particular class by loans. Such dependence it may not be irra- 
tional to increase and encourage across the water, but is not ad- 
visable here. Supposing Ministers to be thoroughly convinced 
that to raise the necessary supplies for the war by loans is ulti- 
mately more costly than to raise them by taxes, they ought not to 
defer to the popular prejudice in favour of the more flattering but 
more injurious mode. The Government should not give in to the 
delusions of the people when it is conviuced they are delusions, 
but should withstand them. It undertakes the guidance of the 
nation, and it gives up its task—it forsakes the duty for which it 
claims power aud houour—when it defers to a prejudice which, in 


common with science, it denounces as a ruinous error. We are 
thankful to the uaknown author of this pamphlet for helping to dj. 
rect public attention to the ruinous consequences of national 
loans to carry on wars. 





SOME FEATURES IN THE TRADE OF AMERICA, 


Iv it be any satisfaction to the mercantile community, in which 
atagnation is beginning to be felt, though we fear it will be the 
reverse, we can inform it that England is farless a sufferer than 
the United States. We have of late had continually to mention 
bankruptcies, stoppage of trade, and deep distress throughout the 
great and generally prosperous Union, and particularly atNew York, 
Nor has that state of things passed away, though improvement 
has begun. The New York Shipping and Soamneraal List of a 
very late date thus speaks of the shipping interest of the 
States :— 

One of the most unweloome features of the stagnation, which pervades 
almost every channel of commercial enterprise throughout the country, is the 
remarkable depression of the shipping interest—an interest probably more 
closely connected with the progress and prosperity of the nation at large than 
any other we could name. The supply of tonnage is greatly in excess of the 
demand, not only here, but at every other port in the United States. 
notwithstanding the high price of nearly all materials entering into the con. 
struction of shipping, its value has undergone a material depreciation within 
the past year,—a fact eepecially demonstrated in the low pricas at which 
many vessels have recently changed hasds here and elsewhere. We are 
informed that there ere a large number of new veseelr, in the ship-building 
districts of the Eastern States, laid up for lack of employment, and waiting, 
in profitless inactivity, the return of better timer, These veseels are held 
chiefly on builders’ account. We cannot learn that any considerable number of 
keels for new veseels are laid in any section of the country. Indeed the business, 
so far as this port is concerned, may be said te be at a stand—the little there 
is doing having reference mainly to the fulfilment of old contracts. The our- 
rent rates of freight are barely sufficient to defray positive and incidental 
sailing expenser, The European war has been a principal and controlling 
agency in producing these embarrassmentse, We have more ships than are 
needed to convey the freight offering from this country to Europe, or eleewhere, 
The truth is, the trade of the principal maritime nations of the world has 
witnessed a eubstantial and progressive curtailment witbin the past year or 
two. The reaction which followed overtrading in California and Australia, 
deprived a large number of vessels of a trade for which they had been expressly 
built. The Russian war, it was confidently anticipated by sagacious business 
men, would inure to our benefit. The United States would monopolise the 
carrying trade of the world, to transport not oaly our own products to foreign 
markets, but to supply ships to all the belligerent Powers for the conveyance of 
their product, 

But al! anticipations of our being benefited have turned out to be unreal and 
fallacious. The horrors of war have proved to be disastrous to all American 
interests, remote as well as proximate. 
harms wey, we are suffering severely from the struggle which is now going on 


between the belligerent Powers. The war hee damaged and distracted all our | 
commercial relations—affected unfavourably the price of our securitier, drained | 
us of our specie, added to our general embarrassmente, and been attecded with | 


LO compensating result-. 

The blockade of the Baltic ports during the past six or eight months, has put 
anu end to the carrying trade of that region. It is very true American vessels 
never enjoyed a very extensive commerce there, but then, inasmuch as British, 


German, Danish, Swedish, aod other bottoms which found lucrative employ- | 


ment in Russian trade, prior to the blockade, have all been withdrawa since, 
and added to the surplus shipping upon the market at large, it may reasonably 
be supposed that an influence has been exercised against the interest on this 
side of the Atlantic, 


At present, our business with California and Australia is very light, with no | 


present proba ility of an early revival. We have here the key, we thiok, to 
one of the leading causes of the present hard times. Millions and millions of 
money are locked ep in the ruinous inaction which paralyses our mercantile 
mariue—millions that yield just pow an average of less than six per cent. 
There are so many other branches of trade dependent upon this important 
branch of domestic enterprise, that whenever it suffers a serious depression, that 
depression invariably reacts upoa an infiuitude of mivor interests, and thus too 
often all euffer in common.

** provement.” 


The author of the dolorous article on the shipping ascribes its 
condition mainly to the war, but obviously much overrates its 
effects, which have curtailed a small part only of the trade of the 
Baltic and Black Sea, while the employment of a large amount of 
tonnage by the Governmen's of France and England has more than 
compensated for the tonnage thrown out of employment. 
are other causes besides the war which affect the States. For ex- 
ample, their wheat harvest has been so short that their exports of 
the cereals is now greatly reduced. To Great Britain and [reland, 
there has been exported since September 1, 1854, 79,425 bbis of 
flour against 1,052,503 bbls in an equal period subsequent to Sep- 
tember 1, 1853, making a decrease of 973,078 bbis to the present 
time. The export of wheat, too, has fallen off from 4,431,910 bshls 
to 191,727 bushels, a decrease since Sept. 1, as compared to the 
equal period last year, of 4,240,188 bushels. Iu fact, there is a 
total falling off in the exportof flour, meal, and wheat, including 
other countries with Great Britain, since September 1, of 1.637,275 
bdbis, and 5,974,880 bushels. There is a slight compensation fur 
these in an increased export of the inferior grain maize, taking 
rye into the account, to the amount in all of 1,656,305 bushels 
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—a compensation which is less than one-fifth in bulk of the falling 
off in the exports of wheat and flour, and perhaps not more than 
one-ten'h in value. From the decline in the exports we deduce a 
great falling off in the wheat harvest of the United States—a great, 
comparative loss consequently, which serves, in conjunction with 
many other adverse circumstances, to check the trade of the States, 
and diminish, wholly independently of the war, the employment 
for their shipping. 

Another source of decline, not connected with the war, is the 
trade with California and Australia. We pointed out last week 
the falling off in the production of gold in Australia, which 
affects the States as well as England. In like manner the waut 
of rain in California puts a atop to the production of gold there, 
which is another great comparative reduction in the actual wealth 
of the States. According to the accounts which we publish to- 
day of the gold deposited at the Philadelphia Mint, it appears 
that in 1852, the amount was 51,066,276 dols ; in 1853, 53,373,552 
dols ; and in 1854, 37,371,929 dols, a decline in the last year of 
16,001,628 dols, or nearly 29 per cent. as against 1853. Possibly 
the recent establishment of an assay office at New York may 
intercept some of the supplies of gold from California on their 
road to the United States Mint at Philadelphia; but the statement 
we have above inserted from San Francisco shows that there is a 
large comparative decrease in the production of gold. 


It is admitted that a part of the preseut stagnation is the con- 
sequence of overtrading to California and Australia, but that is 
not the ouly source of stagnation from domestic canses, There 
has been, we read, “an extraordinary absorption of the capital of 
“ the country by a railroad mania. Reduced to plain figures, the 
“ extent of this species of speculation in the past five years is 
“ remarkable, and only excites surprise that the collapse which 
“invariably follows undue expansion, did not overtake us at an 
“ earlier period than it did.

Nearly 75,000 miles of railway open, and nearly 62,000 miles in 
construction, absorbing an immense amount of capital, of which 
® large part cannot for some years yield any return, and of 
which the returvs of another large part must for some time be 
small], accounts far better in our estimation for the embarrass- 
ments felt in the States than the influence of war. Mavy of 
the materials of these roads were provided from abroad, and 
perhaps have yet to be paid for; many of them were the 

uction of American furnaces and American industry, giving 
in past years a prodigious stimulus to employment of all 
kinds, which the collapse of these railroad enterprises, caused 
in part by terrible frauds, has now put an end to. Ships 
are no longer required to import such great quantities of iron, and 
hence a diminished demand for shipping in no wise connected 
with the war. We have no wish to relieve this destructive em- 
ployment of indus ry and skill from one particle of the odium 
which it jusily merits; but when the blame is thrown on it in the 
United States for the distress now experienced there, with 
such facts chronicled by their own journals as a great failure in 
their wheat harvest, a large fa!ling off in the yield of their gold 
mines, and prodigious over-specalation in railroads, the people 
there must have been anxious to find a scape-goat on which to 
throw the blame of their own failures. The States, however, 
have within them, whether other nations be at peace or war, all 
the elements of prosperity ; they have freedom and room ;_ they 
are not bound in by rigid barriers, either moral or physical ; and 
they may confidently look forward through their temporary diffi- 
culties to a period of great prosperity, to which the now over- 
done rails will much contribute.

By the preceding figures it will also be seen that the total receipts 
of foreign unrefined sugar into the United States for the year ending 
December 31, 1854, were 165,925 tons, against receipts of 212,746 tons 
in 1853, and the quantity taken for consumption in 1854 was 150,854 
tone, ‘against 200,610 tons consumption in 1853, 196,558 tons in 1852, 
181,047 tons in 1851, and 143,015 tons in 1850, being a decrease in 
the consumption of 1454, as compared with 1853, of 49,756 tens, or 
over 24 per cent., while the total consumption in 1854 (assuming the 
stock of domestic «Ist January each year to be equal) was 385,598 
tons, against 372,989 tons in 1853, or an increase of nearly 34 per 
cent. 


The very large falling off in the quantity of foreign taken, is attri- 
butable chiefly to the unprecedented crop of Louisiana, which was 
449,324 hhde, and the jow price at which it was offered, the yield 
being by far the largest ever gathered in that State, though produced 
from a smaller number of plantations, some growers havieg aban- 
doned the culture of the cane and substituted cottop, the returns 
obtained not being considered remunerative. 

The increase in the consumption for some years has been at the 
rate of 9 to 10 per cent., but the past year it has been only alittle over 
3 per cent., owing to th stagnation that has pervaded the channels 
of trade, and the embarrassment and depression that has existed 
almost throughout its entire course. ; 


The refining interest has been most sensibly alarmed by the ~~ r 
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sure in the financial world and the supply of refined sngar has 
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largely in excess of the demand. In consequence, some of these esta- 
blishments are now idle, while bat few, if any, are manulacturing 
more than half their capacity. 

The quantity of sugir made from molasses the past year shows a 
considerable diminution when compared with the quantity so pro- 
duced in 1854. We estimate it at 12 633 tcns or 56,000 bhds, 53,000 
yielding 500 lbs each, and 3,000 of concentrated 600 Ibs each, against 
66,500 bhds (14,977 tons) in 1853. The estimate given we believe to 
be rather over than under the actual amount. This falling off is owing 
in a great measure to the low prices that have ruled for raw sugar, 
aod the high rates which molasses has commanded, thus diminishing 
the profits and preduction, and rendering the business unremunera- 
tive. If to the above figures we now add the yield of the maple 
tree, say 12,300 tons, and the estimated consumption of California 
and Oregon, 4,700 tons, would give a total consumption in the United 
States of 414,931 tons. 












Aqriculture. 


WINTER PROSPECTS. 


Fivcrvations in the corn trade occur from week to week to an 
extent which must render large transactions in the grain markets 
somewhat hazardous. The probabilities, however, are in favour 
of a decline rather than any permauent advance in prices, In 
Mark lane a considerable fall occurred last week, and during the 
week just ended every kind of grain and pulse has been dull of 
sale, and only to be disposed of at lower rates. The country 
markets have likewise been lower. The severe weather and heavy 
fall of snow will probably produce some reaction, but we have no 
expectation of any permanent advance. The monthly agricultural 
report of the Mark Lane Express gives a favourable account of 
our winter prospects. It is stated that 


The heavy falls of snow have been highly beneficial to the winter wheats, 
From a!] quarters our accounts respecting the present position of agricultural 
affairs are very favourable. All out-door labours are well in their place, the 
wheats have suffered but little from the ravages of the elug, and the breadth of 
land under wheat culture is even in excess of the correaponding period last 
year. Stock is thriving weil, with a good supply of food, and prices continue 
remunerative, notwithstanding that the markets haye had a downward 
tendency. 

The increase in the weight bas led to a decline in the quotatione, and a great 
depression in the tallow market. Compared with the last six mouths of 1854, 
the increased quantity of fit in the hands of the butchers has been fully one- 
third, and we need scarcely intimate that the condition of the stosk has been 
very superior to that shown for many months past. The same observations 
may be applied tosheep,........ Ouradvices from most parts of the 
country are to the effect that food is now tolerably abundant; and that, com- 
pared with some corresponding periods, the supplies of stock in the stalis are 
larger than for some time past. These features, especially as increased numbers 
of both beasts and sheep are expected to arrive from Holland in the course of 
the present year, will, no doubt, keep prices in check ; whilst the healthy state 
of the stock may induce some breeders to purchase more extensively for fatten- 
ing p The late high prices for beasts appear to have led to some spe- 
culation in Spanish stock, of which several arrivals have been reported direct 
into London in the course of the month. They have, we understand, paid the 
importere; hence, further imports may be looked forward to. The prime cost of 
the animals wae, on en average, 6/ each; add about 5/ for freight and other 
expenses, and we find from the prices realised that there bad been a profit on 
each head of about 2/. 

Though the meat trade has been extensive, prices have a down- 
ward tendency. Besides the falling off in the consumption of 
meat from the high price of bread, and slackness of trade, the ef- 
fect of the long-continued high price of fat stock is producing the 
ordinary result—increased supply. Thus the writer of the review 
of the cattle trade for January says:— 

In the value of beasts and sheep, however, a slight decline has taken place 
The cause of the depression is a most important one, and requires particular 
notice. Our readers will recollect that during the greater portion of last year, 
the supplies shown in Smithfield, and in most of the country markete, were in 
wretchedly low condition ; consequently, that avything approaching good and 
heavy weights realised very high rates. This deficiency in the supplies war, no 
doubt, the result of the smal! quantities of good food in the northern districte, 
and the shortness of pasture herbage in the early part of the season. Matters, 
however, appear to have assumed quite another aspect, eo far as good supplies 
areconcerned. The last turnip crop in Norfolk having turned out well, both 
as to quality and quantity, and the consumption of cake in that county having 
been unusually large, the metropolis is now deriving the benefit of the great 
and successful exertions of the Norfolk graziers. Since the commencement of 
the “ season,” Smithfield has been rather extensively supplied with beasts from 
the eastern counties, and scarcely any of them have been beneath the micdle 
quality. 

By railways, during the month, no less than 100,000 carcasses 
have come to the London markets. From the rural district re- 
ports there is little to note beyond the still generally good accounts 
of the growing wheat, and the universal healthy coudition of the 
flocks and herds. The long continuance of dry weather, down to 
the end of December, has proved useful in saving provender, and 
the turnip crops, in well-farmed districts, turn out better thau 
was at one time expected, having cootinued to grow until Christ- 
mas,

The present stock 
between here and Matanzas may be estimated at about 30,000 boxes, of 
which about 23,000 boxes of the old crop. During the last month farther 
contracts have been made, principally by ‘Spanish houses, against cash ad- 
vance, and to the bulk of about 40,000 boxes, at from 16 dols to 164 dols 
per box of 17 arrobes nett, so that the contracts for new sugar so far 
amount to about 80,000 boxes. For the remaining stock of old sugars, 
almost exclusively in second hand, the market is dul), and holders not 
being inclined to submit to low offers, continue shipping for their own 
account. New sugars are hitherto arriving slowly, and in small parcels, 
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for which there are several buyers in the market, particularly for Spain, 
and during the last fortnight about 6,000 boxes in small lots have been 
purchased at follows:—No. 10 to 11 at 6rs to 6}rs, No. 12 to 13 at 6}rs 
to 6irs, No. 14 to 15 at 6$rs to 7rs, No. 16 to 18 at 7jrs to 74rs. These 
prices are likely to be maintained for some time, until the Spanish hous’s 
have completed their first pressing wants; however n+xt month, when 
sugars are coming in more abundantly, we trust the campaign will fairly 
open at casier rates. The new sugars, which hitherto appeared in the 
market, show, and promise for further supplies, an excellent quality, and in 
general much better than last year’s crop.

SH cveiqn Correspoudence. 
From our Paris Oorrespondent. 
° Paris, Feb. 8, 1855. 

The following modifications of our Cabinet huve taken place. M. 
Bineau’s i'lness continues, and he is unable to resume his situation at the 
head of the finance. M. Baroche desired to preserve this post, as he said 
that the loan which he had undertaken by a national subscription had 
perfectly succeeded; but le is not considered as having a sufficient know- 
ledge of financial matters. M. Bineau, the Minister of Public Works, has 
been entrusted with the Fivance department ; and he is replaced by M. 
Rouher. However, M. Bineau, before leaving the Public Works, has 
completed his negotiations with the railway companies. He has signed 
a treaty with the amalgamated companies of Paris and Rouen, Kouen and 
Havre, and the Western Railways, for the construction of the network 
of Brittany. They will execute railways to L’Orient and Brest, and other 
branches, and they wil! receive from the State a subvention of about 37 
millions of francs. Other treaties have been signed with the Great Central 
Companies for the construction of several new branclies ; and, 2dly, with 
the Great Central, the Paris and Lyons, and the Orleans Railway Com- 
panies, for the construciion of a second line from Paris to Lyons, through 
the Bourbonnais. The three companies are associated for the execution of 
this new line, which will have two entrances into Paris, one by the Lyons 
terminus, and the other by the Orieans terminus. It will reach Nevres 
and Roanne. The Committee of Public Works is examining the 
the Pyrenean lines, which will be granted to the Southern Railway Com- 
pany. All the railways of France, in construction or ia activity, »mount to 
more than 8,000 miles. 

We have received no important news from the Crimea. But it 
seems that every preparation has been made for a decisive attack upon 
the Russian army and against Sebastopol as soon as the state of the 
roads peamits. The French troops amount} at this moment to more 
than 80 000 men, and the allied army to about 135,000 men, so that the 
general may undertake the assault, and at the same time repel all the 
attacks of the Russian armies, There was yesterday a report that 
General Canrobert was about to be superseded in the command-in-chiet 
of the French army by General Pelissier. They pretend that he is an 
excellent colonel, but he wants the capacity of a general-in-chief. He 
would be recalled at the same time as Lord Raglan. If it were the 
case, the army would prefer General Bosquet to General Pelissier, 
though the last officer is also a man of energy. 

Prince Napoleon Bonaparte has been received in Paris with coolness. 
He is accused of having always counteracted the measures of Marshal 
St Arnaud and General Canrobert. His return to France was not ap- 
proved, though his health was given as a pretext for his recall. In all 
the circles where he is going, he censures freely the conduct of the 
war, saying he was alway adverse to the expedition of the Crimea, 
which appeared to him as a rash step. 

Negotiations are renewed with Prussia, M. de Weddel, who has been 
sent to Paris, where he was received by the Emperor, endeavoured to ex- 
plain the conduct of his Government. But Napoleon declared that Prussia 
could no longer remain in its dubious situation, as the Allied Powers could 
not allow Prussia to begin again the transit trade which had saved Russia 
during last year from the consequences of a perfect isolation. 

Your ministerial crisis caused considerable interest in all our political 
circles, and the nomination of Lord Palmerston as Prime Minister is con- 
sidered as very favourable to the Freneh alliance and to the policy of the 
French Emperor. Our Government have not forgotten that Lord Pal- 
merston was the first, after December 2nd, who recognised the new Em- 
peror. 

Important preparations have been made in case Prussia should declare 
herself for the Czar,or even should refuse to abandon her neutral system. 
An army would be sent to the Rhine amounting tu 100,000 soldiers. The 
staff of that army is a'ready appointed. General Schramm will com- 
mand the first division and General Guyon the second division; Napoleon 
III. himself will take the \command-in-chief, and during his absence, 
leave full powers to M. de Morny, who is considered as his illegitimate 
brother, for the management of the affairs of the State. 


Four o’CLiocx.—The uncertainty which existed about the fate of the 
new English Cabinet has been a check to business in our market ;

LONDON DOCK PORT WINE FRAUDS. 
To the Editor af the Economist, 

Srtr,—Your Mark lane correspondent, styling himself “ Single 
Diamond,” under date 31st ultimo, appears anxious through your 
columns to show that, by the modus operandi of the plunderers in the 
east vault, London Docks, no deterioration tas befallen the stock of 
ports deposited therein, “ The merchants,” quoth he, “may have 
been plundered of some gallons per pipe, and so far the great Dock 
Company will reimburse its value in cash; and so there is an end to 
the mischief.” “Single Diamond” turther says:— The merchants 
have reason to be grateful to the plunderers for not rendering their 
fine wines valueless by substituting vinegar for the quantity of good 
wine abstracted.” This theory, even in the absiract, is at least unin- 
genuous; it may be received as so much soft soap to mollify wounds 
and bruises, and to ease the scrupulous minded buyer to ap implicit 
reliance that he need not be at all alarmed about the fine wines having 
been adulterated. Such hypotheses on general principles are, we 
think, untenable. It would be highly satisfactory to ali if impicit 
credence could be given to “ Single Diamoud’s ” faith, but when facts 
are fully investigated, suspicion powerfully lurks in a contrary direc- 
tion. Four fraudulent operations in vatted wines are shown between 
the 5th May and 16:h September last, which absorbed about 4.600 
gallon sof unsound red wine, all deposited in the east vault. If such has 
been thrown away without consent of the Customs, they have aciear 
right to be paid 1,327/ 10s for duty, However, seeing that this quan- 
tity of sour wine wasin the space of 135 daystran-muted into fine port, 
the originally deposited materials being Italian and French red bought 
at rummge sales, we should like to know what reaily has becom+ of 
this rubbish. Has it been started? No; the Company say they have 
made diligent search, and have not found any such available means 
for its disposal. Has it been smuggled? No; it was not worth the 
hazard. Is it anywhere to be found in the vauli? No; by dock 
official's research it has not yet been found on their premises. Do the | 
redips on the delivery of casks correspond in deficiency in »ny way to 
account for the loss of 4,600 gallons? No; far frum that; for, with 
tew exceptions, é. ¢. on two parc:ls of 83 pipes, on which claims are | 
made for payment of 69 galions, the Customs accounts show nothing | 
extraordinary in the shape of losses. Then our hypothesis is weil | 
founded, that the verjuice has been for stock's sake preserved; that is, 
intermixed with other wines. ‘These reasouable deductions cannot 
otherwise be got rid of: the sour wine must have ben preserved and | 
mixed with the good. The Company have granted, free of expense, || 
sampies of ali wiaes stowed in the east vau t, to enable merchants if | 
possible to determine deter‘orstiou. Some proprietors complain | 
that they have great resson to be dissatisfied, but the impend- 
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ing consequences are most :o be feared. Suppose, for instance, 
from 5 to 10 per cent. of Italian or French red has been used 
to make up tie abstracted; the sequel vf all this may be that 
on highly-brandied vintage, or other potent port wine, its 
virulence is not immediately discoverable, the sour crout tukes 
time to work its malignant mischi-f—it may be six or twelve 
months’ hence—and thea, when tie acid has sufficiently destroyed the | 
alcohol, vapidaess will en-ue, the springy raciness of the wine will suc. | 
cumb, then the secret mischief is fully developed. These are the con- 
sequences that may accrue to many wines when delivered out of bond | 
and in the bottiers’ bins. The ouiy way to ease the doubt is to forth- 
with take stock of all wines deposited in the east vault landed anterior | 
to the month of November last; then, if au extraordinary deficiency 1s 
found—say upwards ot 5,0.0 gallons (beyond the usual one gallon per 
pipe anaual loss, which is allowed to the Dock Comp ny by the trade) 
—then proprietors may be satisfied that the sour has been throwa 
away; but, on the contrary, shou'd the regusging prove all right in 
quantify, then the conclusiun must be that the vatted trash has not 
been thrown away; aud the Company tailing to slow its whereabouts, 
aithough reluctantly, are bound to believe it is spread amongst 
other wines. [t is ot no use for “Single Diamond” to a tempt to dis- 
guise these facts, and the sooner the worst is known the better, which 
will enable holders to app!y to the London Dock Comp:ny for redress, 
The 16th and 17th Vic, cap. 107 (ihe Custom’s Consotidated Act), 
sections 104, 110, and 112, appear to bear on the stock and reguaye 
question, but no specific loss is determined. This should be amended, 
‘Nhe only means of demoustrating if the sour wine has been mixed, de- 
stroyed, orsmuggled, is athurough stock-taking. 

‘he London Company are truly described as parsimonious in limit- 
ing their reward to 100/. Lt may be accounted f rin several ways ; 
one in particular, that handbills of such a character might illusirate 
the Company’s inefficiency to take proper care of merchant's property. 
Perhaps when the Duck Cowpauy are before a committee of the House 
ot Commons, some indepeudendewt member may state, that on account 
of suchjparsimouious conduct and gross negligence of duty towards the 
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mercantile world, theyare not even entitled to their present, much 
less for further sought for advantages.— Your most obedient servant, 
27 Crutched friars, Feb. 8th, 1855.

They rent bonded vaults capable of holding 400 to 500 pipes of 
wine, and by crediting bonded vault account with 7s upon every butt 
housed, and charging the same with every possible disbursement, the 
account annually shows a profit. 

Now, supposing they landed their wines in the London Docks, 
they would be charged as under, taking the averaze of butts, 
hhde, and qr casks:—Landiag and housing rate, 12s 6d; twelve 
months’ dock rent about 1/ 6s; delivery rate by land, 3s 3d ; 2i 1s 9d 
per butt.—( Extra if by water, and extra if coopered for exportation.) 
Thus the Plymouth merchant does effectively and weil under his own 
inspection and with his own servants for a sum of seven shillings, 
the same work, which being performed by the Dock Company in 
their own way and by their own servants, costs 4is 9d. 

I shail be told some of largest importers are directors. I admit it 
is so, but you can hardly expect these men to use the pruning knife 
with unsparing hand, to the detriment of their dividend. 

The trade are he!pless, as they must land their wines in the docke, 
there being no other accommodation provided ; and if I am correctly 
informed, the Custom’s authorities have hitherto refused to grant 

rivate bonds on the plea of there being already ample accommodation 
the existing docks. Possibly now they may be disposed to allow 
merchants to have some controul over their own property, as I 
hardly think they would prove more careless custodians than the 
Dock Companies. 

Dock management may possibly be the subject of my next letter.

PARALLEL DISASTERS. 
To the Editor of the Economist. 


Srr,—Allow me to add me one more to the hi-torical parallels you 
adduced in the Economist of February 3rd. The expedition fitted 
out from England against Havana in 1762 consisted of 13 ships of 
the line, 18 smaller vessels of war, about 150 transports, and an 
army of 10,000 men. The Spanish garrison was at least equal in 
number to the invading force; the Spanish fleet was a powerful one, 
though inferior tothe British. The harbour of Havana is a land- 
locked bay, on one side of which stands the town, on the other the 
commanding fortifications of the Morro. The besieged prepared for 
defence by sinking some of their largest vessels at the mouth of the 
port, and drawing a boom across the entrance. The British, after 
making a feint to the west, landed, almost without resistance, some 
miles east of the town; they defea'ed a force that oppos: d their pas- 
sage of the little river Cojimar, and advanced to tne Morro; they 
formed two divisiors, one to att»ck the forts and town, the other to 
cover the operations, and secure a command of water and provisions. 
A detachment was put on shore a few miles west of the city to divert 
the attention of the enemy on that side. Great difficulties were en- 
countered by the troops in their attack. The rocky ground scarcely 
admitted of the formation of trenches, and cotton bags were made use 
of to help in covering the approaches. The artillery had to be dragged 
up toits position over rugged hcvights and by roads cut with great 
labour through thick jungle. A body of seamen and marines had 
to be landed tothe assistance of the soldiers. The Spaniards kept 
up a severe firefrom the forts and the ships in harbour, and made 
continual sallies. At length a fire was opened against the Morro, 
while ships made an attack by sea. The shore batteries made less 
impression on the works than had been expected, and the ships were 
hauled off considerably worsted. The result of this attempt showed 
that the siege must bea work of time. To complete the disappoint- 
meat, part of the besiegers* works caught fire, and was totally destroyed. 
The Spaniards, unmolested by sea, were now able to concentrate 
their attention on the operations on shore. For some time the English 
batteries were silenced; sickness raged among the army, and reduced 
it to half its number o! efficient men; the heat of a West India 
summer was at its height; provisions ran short, no water could be pro- 
cured, except what was scantily supplied from the ships; promised 
reinforcements did not appear; the hurricane season was fast approach- 

ing, when the fleet might be wrecked or driven off the coast. The 
garrison meanwhile was well supplied with stores and provisions; its 
communications with the interior were open; its numbers were con- 
tinually recruited from the town. The besiegers, nevertheless, perse- 
vered, and, notwithstandiug inc ssant alarms and attacks, pushed their 
works up to the edge of the ditch: the last sally of the garrison was 
beaten back witiloss, part of the wished-for succours arrived,a mine was 
sprung, a breach was made, and, after a desperate strugg!e, the Morro 
was carried by storm. Its fire was now turned against the town, 
which shortly afterwards capitulated, and on the 14th of August, after 
& siege of 68 days, the British took possession of Havana. Nine sail of 
~. iy four trigaies, and spoils to the value of 3,000,000/ fell into their 
ands, 

The siege in all its earlier stages seems a miniature of the one now 
being carried onin the Crimea. Like the conquerors of Havana, our 
forces have met with success at the outset, foliowed by delays, difii- 
culties, and disappointments. Like them the have persevered with 








dogged determination and unflinching courage, in spite of di- 

minished numbers, of want, fatigue, disease, climate, and an enem 

with apparently inexhaustible resources. We may now trust that 

their severest trials are past, and that a still more glorious succegs 

and a still richer prize will before long be the reward of their valour 

and their endurance.—I am, Sir, your obedient servant, J.

of any party had laid himself open to the charge of want of public spirit during 
the recent ministerial complications. With respect to the new Administration, 
while it would neglect no opportunity of improving our internal affairs, it was 
firmly determined to prosecute the war with vigour, and to bring it to a suo- 
cessful termination. With respect to the war, though the losses and sufferings 
of the army had been severe, he believed that there was no cau-e for despon- 
dency. The resources of the country were illimitable. With those resources, 
and with the cordial co-operation of our allier, there was every reaeon to believe 
that we should attain a just and honourable peace.

Thoush he might have felt justified, 
when honoured by Her Mejes'y with her command?, in attempting to form an 
Adminirtration out of the great Conservative party, he had oome to the con- 
clusion that out of the unassisted strength of that party he could not have 
brought together eo strong a Government us the exigencies of the country 
demanded. He had, therefore, felt it to be his duty to apply to Lord Palmer- 
ston for assistance, and he had found, as was to be expected, that that noble 
lord could onlv aid him with the concurrence of bis friends. Afier some 


delay, his invitation to Lord Palmerston and his collexgues was responded to | 


by a refusal to co-operate in the formation of a Government, and he had, 
therefore, informed Her Mojesty that his attempt had failed, and that it would 
be neoe seary to ascertain wheter a etropger Government could not be formed 
ty some other mivisterial combivation. ‘lhough his conduct might have 
disappointed some of his more sanguine supporters, he was convinced that the 
great Conservative party should not rashly or prematurely accept office at the 
present portentous criciy. He would only add, that while a deep responsibility 
would attach itrelf to any minister who should conclude a peace which should 
not guarantee the tranquillity and independence of Europe, a etill deeper 
reepontibiliiy wou!d rest ou avy minister who should prolong the war a@ single 
moment after those results had been obtained. 

The Marquis of Lansdowne also explained the cour-e he had taken during 


the recent attempt to con-truct an Administration, and hoped that the new | 
Government would obtain that support from all parties in both houses which | 


was necessary for the efficient conduct of the war. Nor was itin Parliament 
alone that euch support was needed.

HOUSE OF COMMONS 
Monday, Feb. 5. 

The Fisheries (North Americe) Bill having been read a third time and paesed 
and the other orders having been postpoved, on the motion tor adjournment, 

Lord Juhu Ra-sell rose and observed, that since the previous Monday there 
had appeared in public what was stated to be a speech of the Duke of New- 
castle, which be could not refrain from noticing without allowing grave errors 
to be established in public opinion, ‘That epeech, he said, placed the question 
ia the light of a dispute between the Duke and himself, and aot upon the broad 
ground which he (Lord John) wished it to be placed upow. He srated the sub- 
stance of Communications made by him to Lurd Aberdeen, at the end of the 
last session, on the subject of the ovmposition of the Cabdiuet, the defeats to 
which it was exposed, and the necessity that the war should be proseouted 
in @ vigorous and jud:cious manner, observing that it was of the utmost comse- 
quence in whose hands should be intrusted the conduct of a war. If thié 
Were 80, the house, he was sure, would uot think it unreasonable that he, beipg 
the principal member of the Government to an-:Wer im that hou:e for the cou- 
duct of the war, should watch with the uimost care its prosecution. The 
Dake of Newoastle objected to the statement he had made that he (che Duke) 
had a strong wish to hold the office of War Sccretary. He (Lord John) had 
founded that statement upon what he had heard from various members of the 
Cavinet; and a letter of Lord Aberdeen, implying that the War Department 
veeu chosen by the Duke, he considered bore outthe statement. With respect 
to the errors which it had been said he had imputed to his Grace, Lord John 
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explained with more precision what he really said. A more important point, 
he continued, was the averment that he had withdrawn his proposition and 
his ; and here he remarked that there had been two questione, 
totally distinct—one touching persone, and the other relating to arrangements 
in the War Department—and he expounded the sentiments he had entertained 
and expressed upon each. It was very likely, he admitted, that he ought to 
have preseed the question in the Cabinet to a decieion, and if it were decided 
against him, to bave resigned ; but he wished, he said, to remain in the Cabinet 
as long as possible. As time went on, various questions arose in reference to 
the war, with respect tosome of which—euch as a provision for the next cam- 
paign — he was not satisfied ; but he still retain: d office. Lord Palmerston 
had objected that he had not taken the right time and mode of seceding, and 
that he ought to have brought the question of the militery arrangements to 
iseue before the Cabinet prior to the meeting of Parliament, end he thought 
his lordship was right. He was willing to admit bis error; but, having com- 
mitted that error, he felt that he should be falling iuto a greater error— 
an error in morality—if he had etood up in that house and opposed an 
inquiry, telling the house to be perfectly eati«fied with the arrangements going 
on, while at that very moment, in his own mind, he wae not sati-fied. It had 
been suggested that he mht have waited until the Government were defeated 
and then resigned with his colleagues; but that course would not have been 
saticfactory to his mind, and there was another alternative —the 
Government might have had a mejority. He had been struck, he 
said, with @ statement of the Duke of Newcastle which was new 
to him—namely, that before the meeting of Parliament hie Grace had placed 
his resignation in Lord Aberdeen’s hands. He (Lord John) had been totally 
ignorant of this, aud he thought Lord Aberdeen, in rubmitting to the Queen his 
(Lord John’s) resignation without communicating to him the fact that he held 
that of the Duke of Neweastle, wae rather hasty, With regard to the obloquy 
and slanderous attacks to which he had been subjected for the la+t week, he 
should only say that if his past public life did not protect him from the charge 
of selfishness and treachery he should seek no arguments in his defence. The 
remark of the Duke of Newoastle to Lord Aberdeen, “ Do not give Lord John 
Russell a pretext for leaving the Government,” he regarded a8 a sneer, which, 
under the circumstances, was eomewhat misplaced. Lord John then detailed 
the failure of his endeavours, at the command of the Queen, to form a Govern- 
ment, which he felt it incumbent upon him, be said, not to ebrink from, but he 
encountered ineuperable obstacles ; and, in conclusion, he noticed the remarks 
mede by Sir De Lacy Evans upon his speech in moving the vote of thanks to 
the troops inthe Crimes, He was exceedingly sorry, he said, if he had omit'ed 
to do honour to the gallant Second Divirion, or to notice the heroic acta of Sir 
De Lacy at the battle of Iokermann. He trusted that a time would come when 
thanks would be voted by Parliament to the army before Sebastopol, not only 
for their gallantry, but for their resolute endurance of privations and hardships. 
The Chancellor of the Exchequer, after adverting to the inconveniences 
attending these replies in ove house to speeches in another, proceeded tosupply, 
as he stated, rome correo: ions of the narrative of Lord J. Russell. As to the 
assumption of the office of War Secretary by the Duke of Newoastle, it was.on!y 
necestary to say, thet it took place with the fall, unqualified, and unhesitatng 
sanction of the eatire Cabinet. With regard to the alleged change of opinion 
on the part of Lord Jubn, and hie suggestion respecting the two questionr, Mr 
Gladstone remarked that Lord Aberdeen and his colleagues had not the means 
of ascertaining the distinctions between the two questions in Lord John’s mind, 
He thought that Lord John h»d made an erroneous version of what the Duke 
of Newoastle had said on the su'jeot of his resignation, which he did not place 
in Lord Aberdeen’s handr, but merely intimated tothe Earl how he iatended to 
act at a fature p: riod. 
After come remarks by Lord Ebrington, expressing a hope that public men 
would lay aside their differences, so that an «ficient Government might be 
formed for the successful prosecution of the war, the house adjourned.

HEALTH OF LONDON DURING THE WeeK.—The mortality of London is still 
€Xce-s've, and the number of deaths, as now returned, exhioits but a small de 
crease on that of the previ us week. Ino the last five weeks the deaths were— 
1,404, 1,466, 1,549, 1,680, and 1.604. The mean temperature in each of the 
game weeks was 45°6 deg., 39°3 deg., 28°9 deg., 29°3., and 29 8deg. Through- 
out December the temperature was about 41 deg.; and the deaths in a week 
were about 1,300. The weather became colder by 12 deyv., and preduced an 
increase of 300 in the deathe. In the 10 co responding weeks of the years 
1845-54 the average number of deaths was 1,109, which may be compared with 
the last week’s return, after raising the former by a tenth part for increase of 
population. It appears that 391 persons died last week above the calculated 
amount. Taking the fifth week of each of the 10 yeara the average tempera~ 
ture was 40°9 dex. ; and there is no instance within this range of comparison in 
which the mean temperature was eo low as that of last we k. Last week the 
birth of 845 boys and 808 girls, all 1,648 children, were registered in Loudon. 


In the 10 corresponding weeks of the years 1845-54 the average number was | 


1,489. At the Roya! Observatory, Greenwich, the mean heivht of the barometer 
ia the week was 29°619 in. The highest reading was 29°92 in. on the morn- 
ing of Friday. The mean temperature of the week was 29°3 deg., which is the 
same as in the previous week, and !ess by 8°3 deg. than the average of the same 
week in 38 yeare. The mean daily temperature was below the average by 
about 7 deg. on the first three daya, about 10 deg, below it on Wednesday and 
Tharsday, 11-7 deg. be'ow it on Friday, aud 5 deg. below it om Saturday. The 
highest temperature in the week occurred on Saturday, and was 39°6 deg. ; the 
lowest was 22°2 deg., and occurred on Friday. The mean dew-poiut tempera- 
ture was 26°G deg., and the difference between this and the mean alr tempera- 
ture was 2-7 deg. The temperature of the water of the Thames was 36°4 deg. 
The wind blew gen-rally from the north-east ull Saturday, when it changed to 
east and south-east.

FOREIGN AND COLONIAL. 


FRANCE. 

The Bank of France has just published an account of its operations for 
the year 1854. The total of the operations of the establishment amounted 
in that year to 3,888,000,000f; to 3,964,000,000f in 1853; and to 
2,541,000,000f in 1852, being a diminution of 76 millions ascompared with 
1853. The discount accommodation both in Paris and the branch banks 
amounted to 2,842,000 000f in 1853, but reached the sum of 2,944,000,000f 
in 1854, being an augmentation of 1/2 millions in favour of the latter 
year. The account current of the Treasury, which had fallen to 24 mil- 
lions on November 6, 1854, had risea to 222 millions on the 17th of 
January last, and was 184 millions on the 24th of January. This augmen- 
tation was the natural consequence of the subscription to the last nationa 
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loan. The metallic reserve of the Bank amounted on January 1, 1854, 
to 229,000,000f, of which amount 109 millions was in silver, and 120 in 
gold; on January 1, 1855, the amount was 364 millions, of which 
183,300,000! was in silver, and 180,700,000f in gold. The reserve in 
gold has consequen'ly augmented during the year by a sum of 71,700,000f 
whilst that in silver has diminished 7,300,000f. The operations of the 
branch banks present a satisfactory result, as they are greater in their total 
than the business transacted at the main establishment in Paris. The 
operations of the branch banks amounted in 1852 to 1,306 millions; in 
1853 to 2,098 millions; and in 1854 to 2,101 millions. The six in 
which the largest amount of business was done are Marseilles, 277 mil- 
lions ; Lyons, 210; Bordeaux, 179; Lisle, 151; Valenciennes, 127; and 
Besancon, 107 millions. Four have not covered their expenses, namely, 
Amiens, which has a loss of 38,288f; Avignon, 1,375f; Rochelle, 24,884f; 
and Toulon, 12,466f, These four have been recently established. 

A decree has been issued fixing the duties on import:ng foreign wines 
of all kinds into the French colonies of Martinique, Guadaloupe, 
Guyana, Réunion, and Senegal, at 25c per hectolitre (22 imperial gallons) 
by French vessels, and 5fr per hectolitre by foreign vessels. 

The commercial state of Paris remains unchanged. The commission 
agents, who genera'ly commence their purchases on the first days of Feb- 
ruary, have not yet shown themselves and no orders of any importance 
have reached from abroad. The Parisian manufacturers, however, are in 
full activity, preparing for the Universal Exhibition. The accounts 
from Rouen, Roubaix, Turcoing, Lyons, and other industrial districts are 
satisfactory. There also strenuous exertions are being made by the ma- 
nufacturers to exhibit articles worthy of their reputation. Grain had 
again risen in price at the beginning of the week, but during the last 
days, bakers evincing no disposition to buy, a downward movement mani- 
fested itself, which is likely to continue. The first quality of flour fell 
from 87f to 86f per sack of 157 kilogrammes, and the other sorts sold 
from 79f to 85f, according to their quality. The price of wheat declined 
about 1f 50c per hectolitre. The provincial markets, being scantily sup- 
plied, on account of the bad state of the roads, rates generally advanced. 
The cattle brought to the last market at Poissy and Sceaux did not find 
ready sale. The price of meat in Paris, nevertheless, maintains itself high, 
butchers selling the fillet of beef at 1f 75c per lb, and ordinary beef at 
80c. The price of wine tends to diminish at Bercy, but the reduction 
had hitherto been insignificant. 


UNITED STATES. 

The commercial advices from New York show that the favourable reac- 
tion announced by the last s‘eamer had been well maintaine 1. In some de- 
scriptions of securities a further advance had taken place, and, although 
generally the quotations on this occasion present no material variation, 
the tendency in all cases was towards increased confidence. The failure 
had been announced of Schultz, Hadden, and Latting, the largest produce 
house in New Orleans, but there was subsequently a telegraphic ramour 
of their having resumed business. ‘he liabilities of Fellowes and Co., 
& cotton and tobacco firm at New Orleans, whose stoppage was mentioned 
last week, had proved larger than had been anticipated, the total being

fitting, steam machinery, either for such ships or for other warlike 
purposes ; or by entering into contracts, engagements, or agreements 
for some of the aforesaid purposes, or otherwise adhering to, aiding, 
assisting, or abetting, the Queens enemies in parts beyond the seas, 
in levying or carrying on war agsinst Her Majesty.

CurrosiTizs or Lonpox, &c. By Jonw Timss, F.S.A., &c. 
Bogue, Fleet street. 

Lonpow has been a great and renowned city for a thonsand years, 
but it is not sv old as many other renowned European cities, Rome, 
Paris, Vienna—a hundred cities of Italy, France, and Germany are 
much older; but none have grown so fast, preserved such a healthy 
and vigorous vitality, and undergone so many changes. Paris is now 
= beginning to emerge from feudal fetters; Vienna is still bound 

y its military wall; Rome is much as it was after it had been 
mana by successive hordes of barbarians. The hundreds of other 
old cities in Europe remain comparatively unaltered or are going to 
decay, el ere eee re no new life, no new events and new scenes to be re- 
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corded. London's new life has through many ages continually brought 
forth new events; and its curiosities are the curiosities of the grow- 
ing society of a thousand years. We have in Mr Timbs’ book no- 
tices of Roman London, and of Lyndun before the time‘of the Romans, 
and accounts of Daguerreotypes, electric telegraphs, and the new 
houses of Parliament. AJ] the life between, from the occupant of 
the throne to the meanest citizen who has left his mark on any of 
its stones—all the serious pursuits of all its generations, and all 
their amusements—the growth of the noble city in wealth, its increase 
in beauty, as well as its disasters and suff-rings,—find in Mr Timbs’ 
pages some n:tice, however slight. The alphabetical form in which 
the work is arranged, combined with descriptions in eartenso of any 
subjects subordinate to the A, B, C, allows of the utmost minuteness 
with the widest latitude of remark, and supplies easy reference and 
satisfactory elucidstion. Of such a multifarious book, consisting of 
800 closely but clearly printed pages, we can only say that the exe- 
cution is crediable to Me Timbs’ great industry and research, and 
is remarkable for careful compilation and judicious observations. We 
do not know that anything is omitted, even to the commerce of the 
port, and the history of the noble river, which is the source of its 
greatness; and juvenile readers, men of business, and antiquaries 
may ail profit by the “ Curiosities of London.” 





Art or Travet. By Francis Gatton. With Woodcuts. 
John Murray, Albemarle street. 
To us who travel on!y about the neighbourhood of the Strand and the 
Royal Exchange, or who never yet beyond the convenience of the rail 
and out of the rach of an inn, this work, which describes the shifis 
and contrivances available in wild countries to preserve lite, is of very 
little use, and we cannot judge of its merits. To hunters, wild Indians, 
missionsries footing it through South Africa, or sportsmen beat on 
attacking cameleopurds, it wili be a valuable sid. It might even be 
useful to our unfortunate and suffering troops in the Crimea, as it 
teacbes how to get fire, where to find shelter, how to arrange tents, 
what articies of dress are particularly useful, the art of fortifying a 
camp, though it be on'y a gipsy’s tent, &c. An ali these matters Mr 
Galton bas had considerable experience, and we should infer, from 
his former exploration in tropical South Africa, that he is about as 
sensible and useful a guide as a traveller in * wild countries’ could 
find, It is one of the many usetul handbooks that Mr Murray pub- 
lishes, but it rather informs the traveller how to live and find his way 
in an unknown country than guides him to the best inns and to the 
most convenient conveyance of known countries. It teaches the useful 
art of living in the wilderness, and should be invaluable to ali juvenile 
explorers of wild count:ies who have time aud opportunity to study it.

ALL writing now is necessarily ephemeral. Words, whether used by poets 
or philosophers, are but the signs of things, and things now change so 
fast, or events succ:ed each other so rapid!y, modern knowledge ex- 
tends over such a wide field, in every part of which new products are 
continually rising into sight and compelling attention, that the words 
used, or the notices taken to-day,-must necessarily be swept away by 
the words we must use to-morrow or the day atter. The ephemerel 
nature of literature of which some persons complain is, thercfore, the 
necessary Consequence of the present enlarged condition and rapid 
progress of society ; aud it is likely to become so more and more, day 
atter day, till we have nothing else than periodical and ephemeral 
writing. Hence the most stirring of our poetry now relates to passing 
events, and is published in newspapers. Mr Matthew Arnold, how- 
ever, who has obtwined somehow a considerable reputaton, seems to 
imagine that his words, which have no relation whatever to the 
events of the day, are to live. He writes poetry on theory, and 
as his theory of nature and man happens not to be ours, we can 
only condemn his poetry as meaningless and worthless words. To 
us it is worse than meaningless and worthless; it is false and 
disgusting. We open this new series of his songs, and we find 
in it stories of gods, charms, and old sayings, that may possi- 
bly be historical, but are very doubtful—mere myths, of which the 
meaning is not understood:-—for no men ever entertained, we believe, 
such monstrous notions as some moderns pretend to find in the 
writings of the ancients—while the thiugs of which Mr Arnold writes 
about, such as gods, are at best unphilosophical, unchristian, and 
pagen, wholly unworthy now of any man’s notice, except as the 
curiosities of our species, proper to be placed in historical cabinets and 
museums of passed-away things. In spite, therefore, of Mr Matthew 
Arnold’s hereditary claim to distinction, and in spite of the praise he 
has obtained, we decide, without further investigation, on putting aside 
his book, as merely adding to the worthless books of the eame kind 
with which the world is already encumbered. That he has a great 
command of language nobody ean doubt, but so have fishwives, 
spouters at public meetings, and most writers; and it is not the com- 
mand of language which can recommend them to our notice, but the 
use they putitio. The renowned story of “* Balder” is for us unmi- 
tigated rubbish—a mere tissue of false representations—as we know 
the world and man ; and so we bid itand Mr Arnold adieu till he 
writes about something we can comprehend and believe. 

The s+cond wo:k on our list we regard as a most unwarrantable 
pratereee. Who Mr Friswell is we know not, but if weever meet 

B again in lit-rature we shall remember his present publication. 
Without asking any man’s leave, he has collected and bound together 
by adirty piece of bis own tape the supgs of the great poets uf the 
day that even more than the leaders of daily jouruals have stirred 
the hearts of the people. Literary men complain ot wanting inger- 
national copyright treaties, and demand for themseives more stringent 
Copyright laws, and here is one of them appropriating by wholesale 
the labours of ali bis brethren, aud tryivg, in conjunction with the pub-

lishers, to derive a profi: from their exertions. If these geotlemen be 
suffering from poverty—if they have done some good service to litera.

A RamBce turover Normanpy, &c. By Georce Mus@rave, M.A, 
David Bogue, Fleet street. 

Tue Rev. Mr Musgrave, «¢ the author of the “Parson,” “ Pen and 
Pencil,” “ Nine and Two,” &c, has already acquired some reputation, 
and his sketches of scenes, character, and incidents, in a tour of thirty 
days, albeit rather long, is a pleasant book of many trifles. It notices 
things old and new, William the Conqueror and the assembling of 
the French army of the North, the Bayeux tapestry and the turf 
huts of the suldiers, massive ruins, quaint old houses and modern 
chateaux, elaborate aucient head dresses and the practices of modern 
farmers, pictures so long paiuted that the subjects are forgotten and 
schools as they now exist, churches, masses, preachers, fishermen, 
pilots, women-gaolers,’ mayors, fétes, roads, hedges, walks, steam. 
boats, mail caris, and everything that a man cau see, hear, or hear 
tell off, in a thirty days’ inquisitive tour. Mr Musgrave, too, is an ar. 
tist, fond of architecture, and his pencil is as ready as his pen, Ais 
descriptions of old churches and buildings are accompanied by speci- 
mens of their arebitecture; his account of the Bayeux tapestry is 
illustrated by a copy of the chief parts of that celebrated history of one 
of the greatest events of ourcountry in needlework. He visits all kinds 
of places, and talks with all kinds of people. He supplies a draw. 
ing of the chamber in the Hospital du Bon Sauveur at Caen, a 
house for the insane, where Beau Brummel breathed his last. In 
the same house, and in a similar condition of derangement, Bourrienne, 
Napoleon’s secretary, died. [He telis how the refuse of the tan-yard 
is converted into fuel, and what insipid cakes are made of buckwheat, 
There is searcely anything in town or country life in all Calvados, 
even to its name, that does not call forth a remark, and we never 
met witha book crammed so full of agreeable trifles, It is not dull, not 
insipid, not common-place, yet most of the objects noticed are trivial, 
Like skilful chemistry, Mr Musgrave’s art converts common things 
into a sweet-smelling bouquet. lis book is a very favourable descrip- 
tion of the country whence came the Norman conquerors of Harold 
and the English, and a favourable specimen of book-making.

The increase of bullion is the 
novel feature in these returns; the increase of public deposits 
a gratifying one, as showing the large payments made on account 
of public revenue. 

| The money market continues to be stringent, and the demand 
for money, which was expected to decline, continues to be great. 
It comes in part from the country, where a delay of business, 
partly from the weather and partly from political causes, has pre- 
vented sales and forced individuals to have recourse to loans. 
No bills can now be disconuted under 43, but otherwise the 
terms remain as they were. 

The exchanges are not perceptibly altered, but gold is barely 
retained, and an additional shade of weakness would probably 
create a demand for it for exportation. Small parcels have 
been taken from the Bank. 

The arrival of gold in the week was from America 15,000'; 
trom the West Indies and Pacitic about 180,000/; from the west 
coast of Africa, $3,000 ozs, value 12,000/; aud from the Peninsula, 
12,4591 in specie ; together 219.4591. 

The Indus, for Iudia and China, has taken ont 204,715/ of 
precious metals. 

Two new joint stock banks are announced—the City Bank, un- 
der the chairmanship of Sir Robert Carden, with a capital of 
300,000/ ; and the Bank of London, capital 1,000,0001. The chair- 
man and provisional manager are to be Sir John Villiers Shelley, 
Bart., and Mr Scott, of the City Chamberlain’s office. 

The recent further issue of paper money in Russia has caused a 
decline in the exchange on St. Petersburg, and gold is pretty 
sure to find its way out of Russia. 

The fands have been tolerably steady in the week, but on the 
whole, in consequence of the protracted Ministerial negotiations, 
were rather less firm than they were last Friday. To-day they 
have not been active but firm, aud Consols, which opened at 901, 
reached 91%, aud closed at that sum but sellers. Money in the 
Stock Exchange is not scarce, as the East India Company is still 
offering to lend on Exchequer bills. ‘Ihe following is our usual

COMMERCIAL EPITOME. 
FRIDAY EVEN]8@. 

The wheat market was dull to-day, though the arrivals— | 
1,250 qrs of home-grown wheat, and 5,590 qrs of foreign, with 190 | 
sacks of foreign flour—were not large. But bayers held off and 
holders did not care to sell, those who have foreign wheat pre- 
ferring to hold it to selling it at present, as they expect higher | 
prices. Neither in barley, oats, nor flour was there any material | 
alteration to notice. ‘The deliveries of wheat from our own 
farmers, according to the Gazette, have again increased, aud show 
in,the present week 93,879 qrs, against 77,098 qrs in the correspond- | 
ing week of last year. Prices, however, coutinue very high. 

Off the coast there have been only six arrivals since the 30th 
ult., all wheat, viz., 1 cargo from Bilboa, 2 from Alexandria, 1 from 
Aquilla, 1 from Algiers, and 1 from Lisbon; of which 4 were 
disposed of before arrival—two, it is said, for the French Govern- 
ment. 

At Liverpool, to-day, the only article in much demand was 
Indian corn, of which little was offering, and was firmly held. 

The foreign corn markets supply no feature of interest; they 
are generally quiet, without alteration. The American markets 
have declined. There is, however, no excess of wheat in the 
market, aud holders decline to sell, anticipating that the fall will 
be temporary. On the neighbouring continent, from Stettia to 
Antwerp, the frost seems to have set in steadily, and to be very 
severe. 

The sugar market closed firmly to-day at sn advance of 6d per 
ewt. above the prices of last Friday, and a full is above the lowest 
price. The coutinued prevalence of easterly winds keep out chips 
coming from the westward, and the stock is not so large as it was. 
Messrs Carrey and Brown say in their Monthly Price Current, dated 
to-day, ‘the dock returns leave little room for doubt that the home 
deliveries in January have, to a slight extent, exceeded those in 
1854; the exports also have been rather larger, so that, with moderate 
arrivals, the stocks in the United Kingdom, which in the preceding 
month were 33,000 tons larger than at the eod of December, 1853, 
may now be estimated (including the duty-paid parcels) as only about 
24,000 tons in excess of the amount at the eud of January, 1854, 
The supplies in the market having thereby become proportionately 
jess heavy, while with somewhat increased confidence on the part of | 
the trade, a steady demand for our regular consumption has continued | 
to exist, producing a reaction from the depression previously reported | 
in brown qualities, and establishing an advance of 6d to 1s per cwt 
trom the lowest pviut.” 

The condition of the sugar market in Europe during 1854 may be 
partly accounted for by the great crop of sugar ia Louisiana ia 1854, 
near 449,324 bhds, the largest ever gathered in the State. In con- 
sequence of this the United S:ates only took of foreign sugar from 
the general stock in 1854, 165,925 tone, against 212,746 tous ia 1853. 
The total consumption in the States was in 1854 only an increase of 
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week to the extent of 29,000 bales only, which, with 1,000 bales taken 
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3$joericent. onthe consumption of 1853, or 385,298 tons in'1854, against 
372,989 tons in 1853; while the average increase of consumption 
for some years past has been at the rate of trom 9 to 10 per cent., 
the comparative decline being attributed to the adverse circum- 
stances of trade in 1854. The foreign uarefined sugar taken for 
consumption in 1854 was 150,854 tons, agaiust 200,610 tons in 1853, a 
falling off ia the consumplion of foreiga sugar iw 1854 of 24 per ceut. 
as aguinst 1853. 


With respect to the present crop we have received from Mr 
Bade the foliowing information derived from Messrs Gust, Gruner, 
and Co., Mayaguez, io Porto Rico, dated 1lih January :—“ We are 
still unable to say anything positive about the opening prices of sugars. 
The last reports from the United States for this produce advise a 
decline in rates; at the same time, however, thers is @ rumour cur- 
rent that the crop in Louisana falls short some 100 to 150,000 hhde, 
which, if it should prove tru , would doubtless have an influence on 
our markets. So far our opinion is that prices will range as follows : 
—34 dols for prime quality, 3 3-16 dois to 33 dols for first seconds, 
and 2j dols to 3! dols for refining grades. The bringing in of the 
canes ts now in full go, and most of our estates have already com- 
meneed grinding. Molasses—There is nothing to be added to our 
lust advices, and we consider our given quotations of 12 dols and 
14 dols per 110 gallons not at all exaggerated, as many of our 
planters, instead of selling these sweets 1 their natural state, will 
prefer to distil the same into rum, in order to profit by the extremely 
high prices now ruling for this sort of liquor, Coffee—The demand 
for this produce is still on the increase: we quote 10} dols for town, 
and 10} dols to 11 do's for plantation description, At the last figure 
some prime lots have changed hauds, and we should not a: all bs 
surprised to see 11 dols become the standard price for this season. 
Freights—2/ 15s to 3/ 5s for the Channel and Mediterranean ; 7uf to 
75f for France. Exchanges—London., 495 dols to $00 dols per 100/ 
and 6} per cent.” 

The Havana circular of Messrs de Embil and Co., dated the 10th 
of January, states: —“ Since our last report of the 10th ultimo the mar- 
ket for sugars has continued to be inactive ‘or want of stock, which 
has been reduced to 2(),000 box:s of the old crop, aud 5,000 boxes of 
new sugars. Prices paid have beev, for No. 13, 7:8, or 203 11$d per 
owt f. 0. b.; No. 14-15, 7}rs, or 21s 63d per cwt f. 0. b.; Nu. 19-20, 
8rs, or 233 3d per cwt ft. 0. b. The want of rain has continued, 
causing great injury to the present crop,which is expected to fall short 
of last year's; besides, many p!anters apply the wholeof their produce 
to distillation. The comparative exports to 3ist December present 
an excess of 172,000 boxes over 1853, 228,000 over 1852, and 7,500 
over 1851 ; but the difference is only apparentiy; and if any excess 
really exists, it is in regard to 1852.” 

Business in coffee has been moderate without any altera- 
tion in price. St Domingo is in demand, the supply being short, and 
there being a taste for it iu some parts of the Mediterranean it 
fetches a good price in relation to Rio coffce, the latter being 41s and 
the former 44s 6d. 

In tea there is but little doiog. Duty was paid at this port during 
the week ended lst instant on 670,043 ibs, against 477,139 Ibs in the 
same period last year. This, as well as the paragraph relating to 
sugar, just quoted, shows that the consumption of the principal arti- 
cles which yield reveuue keeps up. 

The next public sales of silk are to commence on the 2]st inst 
During the last month, according to Mr Henry W. Eaton, the trade. 
has seldom been so dull. H+ regurds it, however, satistactory to know 
that the trade has seldom been in a better position to meet any favour- 
able change ; the present stock of Tsatiee aud Taysaum silk, including 
2,500 bales now being warehoused, showing a deficiency as compared 
with this date last year, with an increased delivery of 36 per cent, 
and a reduction in prices of 20 per cent., with the almosi Certainty of 
a supply that must keep them sufficiently moderate to ensure au ex- 
port demand. 

The limited imports of cotton during the present week, caused by 
the continuing easterly winds, have tended to curtail the operations 
of spinners, there being an exhausted stock, aud consequently an ui « 
favourable choice for them in the Liverpool market, have bought this 


on speculation, and 5,000 bales by exporters, makes the total sales of 
the week 35,000 bales. The quotations for all descriptions, with the 
exception of fair Upland cotior, which is rais~d ¢d per ib, remain 
unchanged. To-day the market is steady: sales, 6,000 bales. Accord- 
ing to the monthly return the consumption of this country is now greater 
than ever, and during January was at the rate of 45,010 bales weekly, 
against 35,416 bales in Janua:y last year. The accounts received 
from America this week repors an advance of jcto 4c. In the 
Southern markets the crop estimates became further reduced; very 
few calculate upon more than 3 miilious; some even speak of a 
result of 2,800,000 bales only, based upon the deficiency in the re- 
ceipis, the inferiority of quality (which proves the crop must have 
suffered), and that in consequence a smaller yield is to be antici- 
pated than was hitherto imagmed. Yhe sales in the London cotton 
market during the present week amount to 810 bales; prices are 
very firm. 

‘Lhe sales of colonial wool will commence next Thursday. There 
is but litle more than 32,000 bales to sell, but as there is at present 
a demand for coarse wool tor making blankets and clothing tor the 
army, it is «xpected that the price for this description will rule some- 
what higher than at the last sule. 

As another proof of conpsumption keeping up, we must quote what 
Messrs Witherby and Hanson say of currants:—“ the London 
clearances, duty paid, in January were 185 tons, aguinst 165 tons in 
January, 1854, and in bond 205 tone, of which 12 to the colonies, 115 
to the continent, and 78 coestwise, in all 390 tous, against 230 tous im 
January, 1854. Notwithstanding the comparatively large clearances 
at Liverpool in November and December, 130 tons were taken there 


for consumption in January, against 50 tous in January, 1854 (when 
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strikes existed), and 60 tons in January, 1853, whea prices were 
little below the present range.” 

The oil and seeds market has continued stagaant through the 
week, but tallow has fluctuated, avd to-day was subject to a con- 
siderable speculative rise, which did not last. 

A very handgome biz we are info med was launched on Tuesday 
morning from the yard of Messrs Hallectand Co., Hull. Sie is called 
the Malmo, an is, we understand, purchased by Messrs Good, Flad. 
man and Co., for some friends in Sweden—an apparent proof that, ag 
regards oak-built vessels, stores, and capacity for stowage, our English 
ship builders are not unable to compete with those of the North

Y aaeeitne has been drawn to the continued large exports to India, 
while no excessive business was felt in the market. It is concluded, 
therefore, that producers themselves have been extensive shippers, and 
have largely consigned those goods for which no buyers, at remunerative 
prices, offered themselves at home, 

The continental houses remain particularly inactive, partly on account 
of the interruption of the naviga ion— partly, we are told, in consequence 
of a wide-spreading opinion in Prussia, that spring is more likely to 
bring an extension of the war and a general confusion than peace. 

In spite of all we have above reported, cotton, though said to be 
“ dull,” is hardly any lower in price, and spinners and manufacturers 
do not receive any relief from that quarter. Mr W. P. Wright, of New 
York, in his circular of January 24th, holds out very little hope of larger 
receipts for the present, and even hints that the deficit might run down 
“ to 150,000 bales, or even more.” Whatever the ul\imate result of the 
crop may be, it cannot be denied that it is always a blessing to our cot- 
ton industry to have the supplies ear/y, and while “ short time” is now, 
by many, considered the only remedy for the present state of things, this 
calamity would, perbaps, have been less probable, had our spinners had a 
freer supply of the raw materia). 
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Braprorp, Feb. 9.—Wool—There is no alteration either as regards 
demadd or price of combing wvol, and the sales are very limited. Yarns~ 
There is no material change in the demand for yarns, which is steadily on 
the incresse, and prices firm. Pieces—‘The manufacturers comp’ain 
loudly of their profitless business, for goods are sold at such prices that 
must entail a continued loss, and there is no disposition to increase the 
present limited production. 

Notrineuam, Feb. 9.—The lace trade mainta‘ns its tone of quiet mo- 
notony, with very little of the ordinary business doing—the extreme seve. 
rity of the weather and the state of the Ministry having added percepti- 
bly tothe prevailing depression. In the hosiery trade the same state of 
things as last week is continued, if anything, with additional gloom. The 
manufacturers are ne doubt ali making a little,and in so far affording 
employment, but whether this is with a view to the demands of the home 
trade or simply on speculation, we cannot pretend to decide. Materials 
continue firm, and so far as cotton yarns are conc-rned, would be consi- 
derably in demand, were prices inclined to give way, which they are not. 
—WNotis Guardian. 

HuppersFi£Evp, Feb. 6.—Business continues very flat. In the cloth 
hall to-day there has been very |ittle done, and in the warehouses still 
less. There have been a few more lookers-on than last week, some of 
whom availed themselves of a few job lots and goods that were offered 
at an inducing price. Beyond this there has been nothing done. The 
fancy vesting trade is as dull as ever, and the operatives engaged in it are 
suffering much trom want of employment. 

RocupDaug, Feb. 5.—We have had more inquiry for goods to-day than 
on the previous Monday, but not much variation in price. The wool 
market remains quiet, and the tendency of prices is in favour of the buyer. 

Hauivrax, Feb. 3.—We cannot report any change in the general cuon- 
dition of the worsted trade, which is deeply depressed. The business 
transacted in our piece hall to-day has been but limited; and the prices 
offered by the merchan's, when prices are offered at all, are below the 
cost of production. in wools and yerns there is no perceptible alteration. 

Leeps, Feb. 6.—There has been a little more animation in the woollen

EPITOME OF RAILWAY NEWS. 





Lonpon anD BLackwAaLt.—The directors of this Company intend 
to recommend a dividend for the half-year ending the 31st of December 
last of 4s 64 per share. 

SomerseT CenTRAL.—The directors of this Company are promoting 
a billin the present session of Parliament for powers to raise new 
Capital to extend their line to the city of Wells and to Burnham, It 
is proposed to construct a pier at Burnham in connection with the 
railway, to afford a more direct and speedy communication, by means 
of steamers, with Cardiff and other ports in Wales than at present. 

Raitway Sratistics.—A return issued on Tuesday (moved for by 
Mr Cardwell, M.P.) gives the following statistics relating to railways 
in the United Kingdom, in addition to those published last December: 
—It shows, firs’, that on the various railways in England alone on 
the 30th of June, 1854, the gross total length of which was 5,965 
miles, with 1,916 stations, there were 74,562 persons employed at 
that period in various capacities, In Scotland, on 994 miles of railroad 
open tor traffic on the same day (June 30, 1854), with 308 stations, the 
total number of persons employed on all Jines amounted to 10,002; 
aud in Ireland, on 848 miles of railway open the same day, with 186 
stations, the total number of employes amounted to 5,845. This would 
give a grand total of 90,409 persons employed on the railroads of 
the United Kingdom open for traffic on the 30th of June last. But 
it further appears from this return that there were at the same date 
a very large number of railways and branch railways in progress, in- 
cluding 3,235 miles authorised but not open at the same period. The 
grand total number of persons employed on these lines amounted on 
the 30ch of June last to 28,170, In Scotland, on 731 miles of line 
authorised but not open on the 30th of June, 1854, there were 5,685 
persons employed andin Irelaud, on 912 miles of line authorised; but 
not open, the total number of persons employed amounted to 11,546. 

Trarric Returns or tHe Unitep Kinopom.—The traffic re- 
turns of :ailways in the United Kingdom published for the week 
ending January 27 amounted to 307,645/, and for the corresponding 
week of 1854 to 306,449/, showing an increase of 1,196/. ‘The gross 
receipts of the eight railways having their termini in the metropolis 
amounted fur the week ending as above to 130,013/, aud for the 
corresponding week of 1854 to 138,541!, showing a decrease of 8,52g/,
